Bishop Brady Says 
Non-Catholics Think 
Church Is ‘Arrogant’ 


Fort Wayne—“Is is my firm-con- 
viction that though there be thou- 
sands of details wherein others will 
disagree with us, the one single 
irritating cinder in the ‘eye’ is that 
claim of ours to have the true faith 
and exclusively so,” the Most Rev. 
William O. Brady, Bishop of Sioux 
City, S.D., declared at a Catholic 
Evidence Lecture here last Sunday 
night. 

Declaring that the chief stumb- 
ling block between Catholics and 
protestants is the unqualified as- 
sertion that the Catholie Church is 
the one and only true Church found- 
by Christ, Bishop Brady said: 

“If we would only climb down 
from. the pedestal of exclusive- 
ness. If we would only embrace 
all others with the genial greeting 
that ‘one religion is as good as an- 
other’ we could win the Whole 
world. That we cannot abandon 
our charter will always remain as 
the ultimate reason why the Cath- 
olic Church and we Catholics, will 
probably always remain a bit odd 
when seen through others eyes.’” 


In the eyes of the non-Catho- 
lic, the Bishop said, the Catholic 
Church appears dictatorial, total- 
itarian and arrogant. He said that 
Catholic writings and Catholic pub- 
lic pronouncements, seem to affirm 
and presume superiority. 

These non-Catholic beliefs, the 
speaker said, are derived from 
Catholic books and sermons which 
describe the Catholic Church as

Human Rights 


We note progress in the drafting 
of an International Covenant on 
Human Rights. We recognize the 
urgent necessity of protecting 
man’s rights, including those in the 
economic social field. But whether 
the economic and social rights are 
included in the present covenant or 
made the subject of later coven- 
ants, the first covenant should 
certainly include a recognition of 
the rights of the family as the 
basic unit of society. The prior 
right of parents to determine the 
education of their children and the 
right of children thereto must be 
made explicit to insure the free 
exercise of the right of freedom of 
conscience. 


We consider that the right of 
petition against violation of rights 
must not be limited to states, but 
should extend to at least those in- 
ternational organizations which 
have consultative status with the 
UN Economic and Social Council. 


We further urge the General 
Assembly and the Commission on 
Human Rights to insure incorpor- 
ation of the following basic prin- 
ciples in the present draft Coven- 
ant: recognition of the origin and 
source of human rights; the right 
to life from the moment of con- 
ception; the right to bodily integ- 
rity, including freedom from med- 
ical or scientific experimentation 
contrary to natural law.

Priest-Convert Tells How 
He Became A Catholic 


VERY REV. A. F. HEWIT 


Y father inherited his patronymic name from an honest English 

mariner, who, though not a Puritan, was an éarly settler in 
New England. My mother inherited hers from an Irish Presbyter- 
ian minister, who came over to Connecticut about 1718; and 
married 4 lineal descendant of the Puritan Captain John Mason. 
I was raised in the Congregational sect and in the strictest 
Calvinistic doctrine, I am a-New-Englander in heart as. well as 
by birth and descent, and I have a sincere respect for my ancestors 
and the other forefathers of my own country and people, so far 
as their civic and social virtues deserve it. Their religion also I 
honor, inasmuch as it was based on belief in the Bible, in the 
divinity of Christ, and on sound morality. 

I never felt any sympathy with Puritanism. A spontaneous 
repugnance of mind and heart to this narrow, harsh, and dreary 
system of religion sprang up in me as soon as I began to have 


reading, which I began at a very early age, in history and general 
literature. Besides this I was frequently conversing with relatives 
and friends, whose religion was of a milder and more genial type, 
particularly with the Episcopalians. A thaw had set in among the 
orthodox Congregationalists, under which their Calvinism was 
melting away. This did not affect me much, except as it weakened 
the moral influence which is exerted. by common consent and 
agreement in doctrine. I was attracted to the Episcopalian form of 
Protestantism from childhood, and to no other. 

At twelve I had finished the course at Phillips Academy, 
Andover, and before I was fifteen I was entered at Amherst 
College. I never made what is called a “profession of religion”

Thanksgiving Proclamation 


: NORMAN C. SCHLICHTER 


‘7 HE Proclamation I refer to is the most-prized of all our 

Presidents’ Thanksgiving Proclamations, It is the most- 
prized because it was the first one ever issued, and the only 
one issued by President Washington. October 3, 1789 was its 


date. 


The text of the official copy was written by William 


Jackson. Washington signed it in? 


his boldest handwriting, and then 
oddly enough the document was 
mislaid in some way and it was 
lost for 132 years. It turned up in 
1921 as mysteriously as it had dis- 
appeared. Even historical scholars 
had no idea that it was still in 
existence when it was offered for 
sale at an American Art Galleries 
auction in New York City on Jan- 
uary 31 of that year. 


The government bought this his- 
torical treasure for $300.00, after 
it was pronounced authentic by 
experts. | 

o this day nobody knows who 
its owner was since the sale was 
made through his attorney. 

Every American should be grate- 
ful that this document is now in 
our country’s custody. It reveals 
much ahout Washington’s own 
Christian convictions and devotion 
to the things of God. 

The resolution of Congress, soon 
after our new government was 
7 formed, calling upon the President 
(os to “recommend to the people of the

- passed unanimously. A number of 


Congressmen voted against it. 

The opposition came mainly be- 
cause the resolution suggested 
thanks to God for the “opportunity 
to establish a constitution of gov- 
ernment for their (the people’s)} 
safety and happiness.” 

In his speech against the resol- 
ution, as presented, Represent- 
ative Aedenus Burke, of South 
Carolina, said that “the people 
may not ‘be inclined to return 
thanks for a constitution until they, 
have experienced that it promotdé& 
their safety and happiness.” 

Thomas T. Tucker thought the 
was unconsitutional. Ip the 
‘ew York capitol he said: “Why 
should the President teN the people 
something that they might not 
have a mind to do? ... This is a 
business with which Congress 
should have nothing to do. It is a 
religious matter, and as such is 
proscribed to us. If a day of 
thanksgiving must take place, let 
ic be done by the authority of the 
individual states.” 

But the resolution was put 
through by a big majority and our 
first Thanksgiving Day, November 
26, 1789, was reverently observed 
throughout our new land. However, 


there must have been little perma- 
nent interest in the idea for there 
was no second national Thanksgiv- 
ing Day of this general kind until 
the last Thursday of 1863 by pro- 
clamation of President Abraham 
Lincoln. Since then it has been an 
annual sacred national holiday. 

I wish every American today 
knew by heart this sentence from 
that now revered lost and found 
Proclamation: “To devote this 
Thanksgiving Day to the service 
of that great and glorious Being 
who is the beneficent author of 
all the good that was, that is, and 
that will be.”

until some months after my gradu- 
ation. During my college life | 
was inclined to look for a philos- 
ophy purely rational and not spe- 
cifically Christian, after the man- 
ner of Carlyle.

Poor Sisters Of St. Francis, Seraph 
Motherhouse In Mishawaka, India 


HE Congregation of the Poor Sisters of St. Fran- 
cis, Seraph of Perpetual Adoration was found- 
ed in 1860 in Olpe, Germany by Rev. Mother Theresa 
Bonzel. After 1870 when ope was infected with 
civil and religious strife, Mother Theresa found it 
necessary to seek refuge and security in America, 
In 1875 six sisters came to Lafayette, Indiana, 
there to establish a Motherhouse that was to care 
for the needs of an expanding Community until 
1932 when the Congregation was divided into two 
provinces. In 1943 the Sisters purchased an estate 


near South Bend, Indiana. On October 4 of that . 


year, the new Motherhouse and Novitiate were dedi- 
cated. : 

Today, in America, the Community operates 
twenty anita: fifty schools, one home for the 
aged, three orphanages and two colleges.

The Sisters of St. Francis have for their princi- 
pal aim the sanctification of their souls through the 
simple vows of poverty, chastity, and obedience, and 
to act as guards of honor day and night before the 
Blessed Sacrament perpetually exposed.

“A convert to the Church must 
undergo a course of instruction 
and satisfy the priest that .he 
knows what he is doing. 
renounce hi 
Church as the only way of salva- 
tion. He must make a submission 
to authority kneeling before the 
altar with his hands on the. Gos- 
pel. ; 
“No such demands are made of 
the convert to Protestantism, in- 
cluding Episcopalianism. There is 
no form for receiving converts in 
the Book of Common Prayer. Ev- 
erything depends upon the opinions 
of the minister. ‘ 


“The convert makes no publi¢ 


belief, makes no confession of 
aims. | | 
Eucharist. is_a piece of symbolic 
bread or the transubstantiated 
Body of Christ. He may regard 
Confession as necessary to salva- 
tion or a soul-destroying habit. He 
may be divorced or married to a 
divorcee and yet be a member in 
good standing. He may believe 
in birth-control, euthanasia and 
cremation. His own opinion about 
what the Church ought to teach 
is his only standard of belief. 


“If he becomes an Anglo-Cath- 
olic and accepts Catholic tradition 
—it only means that he is the 
judge of what this Tradition’ is. 
For example, he may invoke the 
saints or think it is wrong to do 
so. If he is going to be an active 
Episcopalian he must decide for 
himself whether he will be Anglo- 
Catholic, Evangelical-Modern, or 
just old-fashioned Protestant. 


“Reception into the Episcopal 
Church has no official form. The 
Protestant Bishops have not yet 
made up their -minds' whether 
Catholic Confirmation should be 
recognized.
